“Of remedies” said Hibbard, “ there 
have been a score ranging from the 
issue of more paper money, the most 
dangerous and 
untenable doctrine, 
to a revision of the tariff, tho most 
defensible in logic and the most dif­ 
ficult of accomplishment. 
“ Between these extremes 
range 
many proposals more or less logical, 
more or less feasible. 
The proposed 
remedies may be classed under a few 
general headings. 
“First, comes the proposal to fix 
arbitrary, fair prices.

plus a profit. 
“ Second, comes a set of proposals 
to limit the output of agricultural 
products.

Said Mr. Kirk­ 
patrick to the patrons of the Jenkins creamery: 
“I believe this is a great forward step, since the sooner the 
boarder cow is found and gotten rid of, the sooner a larger profit 
will be realized from the dairy herd. It seems to me that it would 
be a profitable thing for our dairymen to join this association if 
possible. 
It will certainly be well worth the time and expense. 
“If you cannot join, the next best thing is to get a small scale 
and weigh the milk of each cow, and know just what she is giv­ 
ing. 
Take an accurate sample of the milk and bring it to the 
creamery and have it tested. You can then easily figure just what 
each cow is doing. When you know this, you will find that you can 
all Ord to teed some cows better and make more money by doing 
so, and you will know what cows to turn off as you improve your 
herd.

The world has several times been 
threat* tied 
wit** a diamond 
famine. 
Nearly a century ago experts calcu­ 
lated that the diam ond supply wits 
rapidly decreasing and could not long 
be expected to meet the demand. The 
discovery of the South African mines 
solved this problem for ii long period. 
A generation ii go much was written 
about the rapid growth of the demand 
for diamonds, especially in America. 
and tim probability of a serious dia­ 
mond shortage if new sources of sup 
ply were not soon discovered. 
Like­ 
lihood of a diamond shortage for some 
time to come has been removed by 
the discovery of diamonds iii Hie Bel­ 
gian Congo. 
Although diamonds were 
first discovered in this region as late 
as I DOT, the development; of the indus­ 
try has been remarkable. 
It is virtu­ 
ally a postwar industry.

world's supply of diamonds

In other regions the dia­ 
mond deposits are covered by deep 
sand, clay and silt. 
The new' African mines are believed 
to be the largest in the world.

diamond-bearing 
earth is spread over 150.000 square 
miles. Since the region lies .inst south 
of the equator climatic conditions en­ 
countered are difficult. 
This region 
had rarely been penetrated until the 
discovery of diamonds. 
To reach it 
a river journey of some 500 miles is 
necessary from the nearest railroad. 
The equipment of the mines is mod­ 
ern and up to date. 
A narrow-gauge 
railroad has been built and more than 
1,000 milos of automobile roads con­ 
structed. 
Several powerful wireless 
stations are maintained by the dia­ 
mond company to keep in touch with 
the outside world. 
The quality of tho diamonds mined 
varies widely. 
Many of the stones are 
blue-white or colorless and transpar­ 
ent, comparing favorably with those 
from other parts of the world.

are yellow and brown, green, blue and 
red. There is a w ide variation in size. 
Diamonds of -IO carats 
have 
been 
found rn I to carat stones are compar­ 
atively common. 
Many of the stones 
are found in the bods of streams 
where the action of the water has 
chipped them. 
About fifty diamond mines are in 
operation in this general region.

single company now employs nearly 
25,(HK) workmen.
